Schools function at their best only when they 
are partners of the home, the NEA says. Some 
feature of child development can be adm inister­ 
ed only by understanding and interested par­ 
ents. 
It is this lively home interest which best 
safeguards the schools against falling into the 
hands of any special interests.

All the billions which some authorities would 
spend on slum clearance cannot eliminate slums 
so long as the residents of these areas are 
slum - minded. In many cases neighborhoods 
hav^e gone down because the dwellers rather 
than the dw'clllngs have become substandard. 
In New York destruction of several blocks 
of old homes was ordered to provide for a 
low' cost housing development. 
Investigation 
showed the condemned buildings were structur­ 
ally sound. They could be reconditioned at a 
fraction of the cost of building new ones. 
In Washington circumstances forced a fine 
family to move into one of the blighted areas 
on Capitol Hill. W’ith a lot of soap and water, 
a little paint and a lot of hard labor, this family 
restored its house to respectability. The cleanup 
idea became .contagious. Other families went to 
work with scrub brushes and piant brushes and 
the area lost its slum appearance. 
On the other hand, most cities can point to 
areas which once w'crc clean and respectable 
but which now are dirty and run down because 
the residents are slum - minded. 
Cities can establish certain required stan­ 
dards for housing and forbid the renting of 
units w’hich do not meet the requirements.

American 
ingenuity 
and enterprise

They may have to wait when he 
returns to school later while his 
teacher helps him with his a r­ 
rears. He also loses in practice 
at playing and working with other 
children. The extra work his ab­ 
sence causes his teacher m eans 
that she can do less well with the 
entire class. 
Consider the loss to the oft-atv 
sent child himself. He falls back 
in his school work and grows dis­ 
couraged. 
If his absence was a m utter of 
escape from duty, he may devise 
more and more ways to stay home 
from school. Even the child often 
kept from school by illness may 
want to stay home later when he 
ic well. 


THERE MAY be a few extrem e 
instances when a trip by a child 
with his parents can have value 
compensate!

losses. 


But the probably losses should 
be considered carefully and usual­ 
ly talked over with the teacher 
beforehand As a rule, his parents 
should plan to help him at home 
to make up the lessons he has lost.

A great n u i s a n c e in most

That perennial canning 
season 
headache—wet garbage—is 
back 
to plague the men who collect the 
city’s refuse and operate the in­ 
cinerator furnace that burns it. 
The trouble would end if every 
housewife would drain her peach 
and tomato peelings and other wet 
debris from canning, then wrap it 
in heavy layers of paper that will 
absorb the balance of tile moisture 
after it goes into the garbage can, 
Incinerator Supt. Jam es A. McKin­ 
non said. 
In addition to making tile gar­ 
bage heavy and sloppy to handle 
when ifs emptied from household 
cans into the collection trucks, the 
extra moisture slows the fire in 
the incinerator furnace, he said. 
Frequently, big batches of peach 
seeds and skins and tomato par­ 
ings are put into a paper sack, 
then dumped into the garbage can, 
he 
said. 
The 
m oisture 
quickly 
breaks apart the sack, leaving the 
garbage collector a messy job— 
particularly if the stuff germ in­ 
ates a couple of days under a hot 
sun. the superintendent said. 
“ If housewives would rem em ber 
to wrap wet garbage heavily, it 


would cut the w-ork load of the 
incinerator 
crew 
tremendousJy.” 
he said. “ And canning season is 
the busiest tim e of the y ear. be­ 
cause so many garbage cans are 
cram m ed to overflowing.’’ 
The peak collections a l w a y s 
come in the early fall when home 
canners are busy. Earlier, there’s 
ar indication of things to come 
when sweet corn arrives and gar­ 
bage cans are filled with moun­ 
tains of cobs and husks.
